The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
of record Behnen, discloses making a business form having removable integrated card by first 
laminating backing layer, liner layer and base layer together before die cutting card portion 
through the backing layer and liner layer and die cutting cards through liner layer and base layer. 
The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest forming a pre-cut laminate of backing layer 
and liner layer having an integrated removable card portion cut through the backing layer and 
supported by the liner layer using a first apparatus and transferring the pre-cut laminate to a 
second or different apparatus for securing a base layer to the pre-cut laminate and forming a die 
cut through the base and liner layers of the business form, as claimed in Claims 1 and 18, or 
positioning a cut-out extending through the base, liner and backing layers adjacent the periphery 
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of the card using a second apparatus, the cut-out to facilitate removal of the card from the form, 
as claimed in Claim 12.
